H E matters of delinquency to which 
your inquiry and prefcntmcnts will 
extend, arc, all offences againft the United 
States, committed within the diilricl of 
SoutU-Caiolina ; or upon the high Teas by 
perfons found here. 
Thele cffcncei are 
cbiefy 
defined in the ftatutes, with which 
you are prefumed to be acquainted ; the 
reiidue are, either aits contravening the 
law of nations, cafes which you will rarely 
meet with ; or they are acls manilVilly 
fubverfive of the national government, or 
of fomc of its powers fpecified in the con- 
ftitntion. 
I fay manifestly fubvcrlive, to 
exclude a£ts of doubtful tendency, and 
confine criminality to clearnels and cer- 
tainty. 


An offence consists in tran%reffin;;r the 
fovereign will, whether that will be ex- 
prelTed, cr obvioully implied. 
Condiicl, 
therefore, clearly deftiutlive of a govern- 
ment, or »ts powers, which the people have 
ordained to exist, muft be criminal. 
It is 
not neceffary to particularize the adls fall- 
ing within this defcription, becaule they 
ara readily perceived, and are afcertained 
by known and eftablilhed rules ; 1 mean 
the maxims and principles of the common 
law of our land.—'I'his law, as brought 
from the country of our anceftors, with here 
and there an accommodating exception, in 
nature of local cuftoms, was the law ol eve- 
ry part ot the Union at the iormatiiou ot 
the national compadt ; and did, of courfc, 
attach upon us, or apply to it, for the pur- 
pofes of expolition and enforcement. 
It is 
true, that the parties ading in their fove- 
reign capacity, might have dilcontinucd 
that law, with refpeit to their new rela- 
tions, and the duties thence arifing, and 
have left them to arbitrary decifton^ : but 
that they intended 
a dilcontinuunce 
fo 
contrary to ulage in iimilar cafes, and i'o 
pregnant with milcliicf, is ccrtainly not to 
be presumed; 
and is a fuppolition irrccon- 
cileable with thole frequent rcferenccs in 
the conilitution to the common law, as a 
living code. 


By the rules then, of a known law, ma- 
tured by the real'on of ages, and which 
Americans have ever been tenacious of as 
a birthright, you will dccide what acU arc 
misdemeanors, 
on the ground of their op- 
pofing the exillence of tlie national govern- 
ment, or the efticicnt cxcrciie of its legiti- 
mate powers.

perfons found here. 
Thefe ©Hence* ate 
chiefly de tined iii the Itatutes, with which 
you are prefumed to be acquainted ; the 
relidue are, cither ads contravening the 
law of nations, cafes which you will rarely 
meet with ; or they are acts mamfclUy 
fubveriive of the national government, or 
of tome of its powers fpecitied in the eon- 
ftitution* 
I fay manifestly fubveriive, to 
exclude ads of doubtful tendency, and 
con ti ne criminality to cie a me Is and cer­ 
tainty. 
A u offence consists in tranigrefling the 
fovcreign will, whether that will be e x ­ 
pelled, cr obvioully implied. 
Conduct, 
therefore, clearly deftiudive of a govern­ 
ment, or its powers, which the people have 
ordained to exist, mult be criminal. 
It is 
not neceffary to particularize the ads tail­ 
ing within this description, becaule they 
ar* readily perceived, and are alcertained 
by known and eltablilhed rules ; I mean 
the maxims and principles of the common 
law of our land.— J his law, as brought 
from the country of our anceftors, with here 
and there an accommodating exception, in 
nature of local culkoms, was the law of eve­ 
ry part ot the Union at the formation of 
the national compad ; and did, of courfc, 
attach upon us, or apply to it, for the pur- 
pofes of expedition and enforcement. 
It is 
true, that the parties ading in their fove- 
reign capacity, might have difcontinued 
that law, with rclpcd to their new rela­ 
tions, and the duties thence anfing, and 
have left them to arbitrary deacons : hut 
that they intended a dilcoutinuunce 
fo 
contrary to ulage in iimilar cafes, and lo 
pregnant with nuichicf, is certainly not to 
be presumed; and is a /'appetition irrecon­ 
cila b le with thole frequent references in 
the conltitution to the common law, as a 
living code. 
By the rules then, of a known law, ma­ 
tured by the rcaion of ages, and which 
Americans have ever been tenacious of as 
a birthright, you will decide what ails arc 
misdemeanors, on the ground of their op- 
poling the exiltence of the national govern­ 
ment, or the efficient cxercile of its legiti­ 
mate powers. 
Such, gentlemen, very briefly, 
is the 
written and the unwritten law, which you 
will regard ; 
and, by an impartial and 
faithful application, caule to be re I pealed. 
Although an indictment is but an accu- 
fation, leaving to the party the right of a 
traverse ; yet it affects too nearly his fame 
and his liberty ; to be founded on suspi­ 
cion i and much lefs on prepossession, 
lf 
juries, inltead of being a Itneld from op­ 


en a knowledge of the pall and of the future, 
as well as of the prcfent ; lo much on opi­ 
nion, 
in reconcilating domclttc intereiU ; 
and lo little on calculation, in managing 
thole which are foreign, as not to be ea&Iy 
decided. 
Admitting, however, that tilt 
purity and the p a tr io tic of our legislators, 
Hill leave them liable to err, 
it does not 
impair, at all, the obligation o f the citizens 
to obey, or of the magiltrates to execute. 
’Till they overleap the conltitution, which 
guarded as they are by revifionary checks 
and dependent as they are on public conll- 
dence, is not to be expected ; and, certain­ 
ly, not believed to have happened, while a 
aving conltruCdion remains. 
Till then, 
the laws they prefcribe are sacred, 
and 
should be resistless. 
Neither the judicial, 
nor executive department, can for a mo­ 
ment refute them effete. 
It violates, to­ 
gether with their oaths, that diitribution 
of power, 
without which 
civil 
liberty 
amounts to little, and republican hopes to 
nothing. 
It is, under our conltitution, a 
mutiny of authorities ; and in our coiuli- 
tion, a mutiny is a tempest I 
T o this /ketch of your duty, gentlemen, 
it cannot be neceffary to add pci tuition.__ 
N ou feet you have a country, and believe 
there is a God.

But fuice the policy o f that king­ 
dom reforted to a navy, flie has maintained 
her independence againft a vaftly fvrperior 
nation. 


Indeed there cannot be a more ji,ft or g e ­ 
neral principle, than that the befl,the eaf:ert, 
and the cheapeft defence againft an ,enemy 
that muft approach b y water, is a N nvj>-^ 
T h e maxim is applicable to iilands and con- 
tine-nts, feparated from hoftile nations by 
an arm o f the fea, or an ocean. 


Obvious as this maxim is, it 'was long 
before the Englifli adopted and purfued it. 
In 1347, Avhen Edw^ard the I l i d blocks 
adcd Calais, the fliips that were properly 
national^ and called the king’s, amounted 
only to twenty-fve^ carrying about 20 men 
each ; although the whole nunrber at th* 
fiegfi was 73B veffels of about the fame 
ize. 
I'he princes o f that period took up 
fliipping for the occafion ; every fea-port 
being obliged to furnifli a certain quota— 
So that the nation had properly no perm a­ 
nent naval force ; but what was a kind o f 
naval militia, taken into public fervice on 
the occafion. 
A n d fo far as imperfecfl re- 
gifters enable us trt judge, the whole to n ­ 
nage of England in the period mentioned, 
was not equal to that owned by the m er­ 
chants of Boilon. 
So diminutive were the 
vefl'els in fize, that by order o f E dw ard, all 
fliips in London were taken up-, a . d. 1335» 
down to 40 tons burthen, and manned for 
an expedition againfl the Scots.
